On conferring with the Supervising Architect I find that 
there is nothing definite as to the time when the mint edifice 
Will be seriously overhauled, and would advise you to plan with- 
-out immediate reference to the work of alteration. 

In answer to yours of the 24th I have to say that, under 
these circumstances, it would seem advisable to allow vacation to 
such employees as are to have one, under section 1l, Article 29 
of the Regulations, so distributed as to make a fair division of 
absentees through the three months July, August and September, so 
as to avoid absence of more than one-third of a force at any 
given time. In other words, there is no requirement for any 
general vacation, but, on the other hand, operations as usual 
will be continuous, so far as can be foreseen at this time. 

It is desirable to make good time in July so as to make up 


for the stoppage for settlement. The pressure of the present 


year seems to have begun in the short work during the period of 
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interruption early in the year. 

If practicable the coinage for July should be not less than 
nineteen hundred thousand silver dollars, a short coinage of any 
given month always giving rise to criticism, in ignorance of any 
special reason for short work,
